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THE AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


The Condition of Cotton, Wheat, Barley, 
Oats, Etc. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—The Septem. 
ber report ofthe department of agriculture 
shows a better yleld of spring wheat than oex- 
pected a month ago. The improvement is in 
the northern belt of Wisconsin, Minnessota 
and Dakota. In Nebraska there has been a 
decline; in Iowa littlechange. The goneral 
average is 84, an increase ot four points, The 
average yield of the crop, so far as the results 
of threshing are reported, exceedseleven bush- 
els and may reach eleven and ahalf bushels 
per acre, The threshing of winter wheat: in 
the Ohio valley gives a better return than was 
expected at barvest, and there is some im- 
provement in Missouri and Kansas. In the 
middie and eastern states per centages of Jaly 
are not materially changed. In the south the 
barvest was disappointing and rains injured 
the product in theshock. Returns indicate an 
average yield ofabout twelve and a half bush 

els peracre. Theentire wheat produ3t will 
apparently exceed that of last year by eighty 
to pinety million bushels. The exact deter. 
mination of the area harvested and the results 
of threshing are easily equivalent to a variety 
of at least two pervent. Cora has declined 
from $1 in August to77in the states, Tae 
principal production status is as follows: 


tember; Ohio, 88 to89; Michigan 80, in both 
returns; Indiapa, 90 to 92; Llinois declines 
from 77 to 72; Miesouri from 75 to 62; Kansas, 
72 to 62; Nebraska from 76 to 68; Lowa 73 to 67. 
The loss west of Indiana is caused by drouth. 
In the south Atlantic states there has been an 
improvement. Oathe gulf coast a slight im- 
provement, except in Texas, where the drouth 
bas reduced the condition. The present crop 
prospect, with no further decline, is 19 per 
cent worse than last year, and indicates over 
twenty-one bushels per acre, or nearly 1, 600,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Cotton returus show a vigorous condition of 
the plant with lateness and deficiency in 
fruiting. There has been an improvement in 
most of the states, with a decided decline in 
Texas abd a little in Arkansas. An iniis- 
putable reduction of the condition last mouth 
mn the south and west of Texas has been em- 
phasized in this return. The average of the 
condition of the crop area, 82, is sligatly 
above that of August ist for the first 
time in September in fifteen years, 
With along and favorable autamn it indicates 
ap average crop, yet the decline in condition, 
after this date, isusual. Insects have appeared 
in most of ‘the states with little loss so far; 
more from the boll worm than from the cater- 
pillar. The states’ averages of condition are: 
Virginia 77, North Carolina 82, South Caro- 
lina 81, Florida 83, Georgia Si, Alabama 80, 
Mississippi 82, Louisiana $1, Texas 76, Arkan- 
sas 93, Tennessee 95. 

The results of threshing make the condition 
of oats at harvest 91, a small reduction from 
earlier expectation. The average of barley is 
93; indicating an average crop. Buckwheat 
average 90. Potatoes have declined from 8.83 
to 4.14 from the effects of local drought. Ia 
New York the declire is from 97 to 89, and it 
is heavy in the dry area of the west. 

The condition of tobacco averages 81. 

The number of fattening hogs are apparently 
lees, by about six per cent, with some redac- 
tion in the average weight.

H. Parker, secretary, for the 
mo? th ot August, based on the fuil returns 
ficm all parts of the cotton belt, says: In 
coptratt to last year, cotton this season had 
not pearls so good w start,and low averages 
pevaile® curing the early months, except 
vost of the Mississippi and in Tennessee, but 
ju the AtjJantic states and nearly all the terri- 
tcry cast of Mississippi there has been an im 
provement during the whole of August. Tae 
tinitipg season has shown an advance instead 
of reltogression. Within this area, however, 
the crop is generally late, and therefore more 
exposed to any future unfavarabie influences. 
On the other hand, in the former high 
rated states of Texas and Ar 
kanecas and portions of Lonisiana, the 
plent has suffered from lack of sufficent moist- 
ure, the bill and prairie lands being of course 
the most seriously affected, and shedding has 
been quite general. Taken altogether, how- 
ever, tbe loss on one side has been more than 
counterbalanved by gain on other and general 
condition ef crop is improved. Worms have 
appeared in very many localities, but as yet 
have done nodamage Labor is plentifal. The 
condition of crops by states for the past three 
months is as follows:

GERONIMO AND HIS GANG. 


The Apaches Stopped at San Antonio Until 
Further Orders, 

EL Paso. Tex, September 10.—{Special.]— 
Geronimo with thirty-two hostile Apaches, in 
obarge of Captain Lawton, who was mainly 
instrumental in bringing about their sarrene 
cer, passed through El Paso at two o'clock 
yesterday morning on their way east to Fort 
Marion, in Florida, where they will probably 
be tried by courtmartial. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—General Dram, 
ecting secretary of war, has given instructions 
that Geronimo, Natchez and the other hostiles 
who surrendered with him be stopped at San 
Autonio and kept imprisoned there until a de- 
termination is reached as to what course of 
procecure can be undertaken against them. 
It is officially known that the surrender was 
not made without conditions, bat what the 
conditions were, beyond an agreement that 
they should not be surrendered for trial in 
Arizona, has not yet been reported, It was in 
compliarce with this condition that General 
Miles started with the hostiles for Fiorida. 
The determination of the course of procedure 
will probably be made by the president, 
but not until the terms of  surren- 
Cer and ali attendant circumstaaces 
shall be cflicially known. With the present 
kuvowledge it seems probable that the offend- 
etscan neither be tried by military coart mare. 
tial nor by the civil authorities, but that they 
may be tried as the Modocs were by a military 
commistion. Thisis atribunal for the ia- 
struction of which there are many well recog- 
nized precedente in our own history, though 
it is ope which, as yet, has no recogaition in 
s‘atatory Jaw. The atrocities of these prison- 
erg, terrible as they were, are no; thought to 
be tuch as would bring them within the jurig- 
diction of a court martial which is very 
limited, nor would the civil courts,in the 
absence of witnesses, meet the rey 1irement of 
care elthongh their guilt is notorious.

THE STRUGGLE BEBTWEEN CAPI- 
TAL AND LABOR. 


The Stove Builders’ Trouble and the Prospects for a 
Reconciliaticn—The Augusta Trouble and the 
Proposition Madeto the Striking Men 
by the Various Mill Presidents. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 10.—A general 
strike of the “pr foundry employes in this 
city occurredtBis morning, and with the ex- 
ception of a few hands, who remained to finish 
up partly p jobs, all the foundarios 
represented im the Stove Manufacturers aaso- 
ciation were emptied of their hands and idle 
before night. In addition to the firms who 
belong to the manufacturers association, 
the men employed iu foundries of 
Clme & Co, and Charlies Noble & 
Co, which are not in the association, also 
quit work. Stewart, Peterson & Oo. granted 
the demand of their men, and no strike oc- 
works. : 

Representatives of the stove moulders as- 
sembly of 8 Knights of Labor will confer 
with a committee from the Manufacturers’ 
association 6n Monday, and endeavors will be 
made to effect a settlement of the difficulty.

ORDERED TO VACATE. 


The Factory Operatives Find Themselves in 
‘Deep Trouble. 

Avausta, Ga, September 10,—[Special.]— 
The dread oraer hascome. The idle employes 
must vacate the houses of the Augusta factory. 
Superintendent Crombe has posted notices to 
tenants of the houses owned by the factory 
that room must make for employes who are 
willing towork. This has proven a bombshell. 
The recent appearance of uniformed policemen 
ly the score, when the first attempt to run the 
mille was made, has given the striking opera- 
tives to understand that the Angusta factory 
people mean what they say. What the effect 
of this order will be canno} be now sarmised. 
The operatives are not iu condition to provide 
the mselves with shelter, and winter approach- 
ing. enffering will exist. It is even now said 
that.they are in need of the necessaries of life, 
but thisis denied. But they see the hand- 
writing on the wall, and this order to vacate 
has spread consternation among them. The 
six so-called scabs were today reinforced by 
two non-union men, and this workiag force 
r mained inthe mill during working hours. 
It is not known what they are doing. The 
situation is becoming precarious now.

HARRISBURG, Pa., September 10.—Cambria 
Tron company, at Johnstown, has asked Goy- 
ernor Pattison to commission 185 policemen, 
whose names they have submitted, for the 
protection of its property which they state is 
spread ove: a wide area, and subject to dam- 
age and destruction by persons who are op- 
posed to the policy of the company in not em- 
ploying Knights of Labor. Policemen of 
Governor Pattison grants the petition, will be 
com missioned under an act of the legislature, 
passed several years ago, and will be in the 
pay of the iron company.

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ALEXANDER THE SMALL | 


THE TROUBLE BROUGHT ON BY 
THE WEAKLING’S ACTION, 


Engilard Does Not Know Whether She Ought to Kick 
Up a Bow or Not, While Russia Site Back and 
Waite for These Who May Come—Tnre 
Trouble That May Yet Arise, Ete. 


VIENNA, Septemher 10.—The Neue Freie 
Presse publishes a dispatch from Sofia which 
states that the officers of the Bulgarian army 
stationed there met yesterday and adopted 
resolatiors pledging themselves, in fervent 
loyalty, to Prince Alexander, and expressing 
themselves confident of his return to Balgaria, 
The dispatch further says that a major and two 
captains of a Plovdif regiment, supported by 
soldiers of the regiment, had joined a plot to 
prevent Alexander from leaving Bulgaria. The 
leaders in this conspiracy, the Neue Freie 
Piesse adds, were placed under arrest, but 
released after his departure. 

The Fremdenblatt says: Those newspapers 
which speak of incorporating Russia and Bul- 
garia reflect only Russian pan-slavist aspira- 
tions. The insinuation that Austria woald 
participate in any of the intrigues connected 
with the Bulgarian question—especially with 
that baving for its object a reopening of the 
question of annexation of Bosnia and Herz.- 
govina—are wholly baseless. 

St. PaTerspurc, September 1 
Novoe Vremwya says: 

Of all signers of the Berlin treaty, } 
alone appears inclined to oppose Russi: 
gsiian policy, Russia must kuow wheth 
Japd’s intention is serious, in order to preps 
self to take measures accordingly, as Russ wi 
not be brought toa stand still by Englanu s pro- 
test. 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg says: 

Piince Alexander’s proclamation of departure 
contains mention of alleged Russian assurances 
given him. For reasons useless to disc Rassia 
could not make any engagemeut with Prince 
Alexander. In view, however, of the party stru¢- 
gie in Bulgeria and tbe agitation of the public 
mind. which the proclamation has caused, the 
Russian agents in Bulgaria have been instructed

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PROLIFIC CORN, 


An Immense Yield Made—The Flour Pro- 
duced, 

LEXINGTON, Ga., September 10.—[ 3pscial. ]— 
We were today shown three large, full grown 
ears of Rowland’s flour corn, by Mr. Frank 
Drake, of this county. Mr. Drekeis the cnly 
man we know of who has raised this corn in 
the state. A year ago he procured a small 
quantity by mail from Nashville, it being im- 
ported to that place, and planted it this year. 
He bassome thirteen acres planted, and has 
just gathered not quite three acres and realized 
a yield of forty barrels of corn and twenty- 
eight loads of fodder. He has had this corn 
ground into flour, and it is more desirable than 
fiour from wheat; it takes half the quantity of 
lard te make it up; is much sweeter. and equal- 
ly as white as the patent flour. The neigh- 
borhood is wild over it, and Mr. Drake cansell 
double the quantity he will make before it is 
all gathered, Weexamined the corn and can 
not discover any flintin thegrain. One grain 
planted in a hill will produce fourteen stalks, 
ard when planted on good land does not need 
thinning, ' .

Colonel Waller, of the Savannah Times, is a 
natural born philosopher, While others are 
weeping over the wrecks left by the late 
earthquake he plucks a moral out of the debris 
and holdsit up for the information of the 
public, “It was a noticeable fact,” says he, 
“that frame houses withstood the convulsion 
remarkably well, and that even the brick 
dwellings that had been carefully constructed 
suffered little or'no damage. Houses built 
solidly and strongly, and more with regard to 
safety than show, are the ones that pay better 
in the end, sincé they can resist even so severe 
and unusual strain as that caused by an earth- 
quake.” He thet says: 
if the recent earthquake serve to im the 
public mind thatthe country asa whole is liabie 
to severe shocks, the result will in the end pro- 
duce great good, experiences of last week 
bave set us to thinking, and we may no longer go 
on the principle that anything that will keep ont 
the sun and rain will do for a building.. We are 
not to abandon life because there have beenearth- 
quakesthat bave swallowed up cities aud destroy- 
ed their people by the thousands, ay 2 more than 
we can say it is nowse attempting resistance 
against the ravagesof the lightning, the destruc. 
tion of the cyclone winds, and the overwhelmiag 
o: the foods. While we may not avoid the eartn- 
quakes, we can reduce the damage of any of or- 
oy severity that may come by building so that 
the slightest jar will not send the bricks, mortar 
and timbers tumbling into the street. 


The Douglasville Star cuts a discussiog 
short by frankly admitting that it knows 
nothing about “the causes of earthquakes.” 

The Albany News hears the echo of the 
coming winter’s pleasures.

Taliaferro county farmers have resolved not 
to pay more than thirty cents per hundred for 
picking cotton. 


The Farmers’ club of Morgan county will 
hold its next monthly meeting on Saturday, @ep- 
tember 25th, at Mallory’s chapel, 

Caterpillars have done but slight damage 
to the cotton cropin Terrell county. It is now too 
late to apprehend much damage from them. 

Houston county farmers are paying forty 
cents per hundred for cotton picking. Many lazy 
negroes are in the county who will not work at all, 

Mr. Thomas J. Blackshear, of Laurens 
county, has eight acres of cotton that will yield 
ten bales weighing 500 pounds each. He has been 
offered 4,800 pounds of lint cotton for the patch. 


Dick Bell, of Webster county, says that 
mcre corn will be made in his county than has 
been meade for many years. Itis the best he ever 
saw there, but that not half a crop of cotton will 
be made, 


Mr. Jake Culler has cultivated this year, in 
his father’s garden, near Perry, a few rows of 
the Clark flour corn, and the yield is equivalent to 
about forty bushels per acre.

A Wild and Curious Country—Strange Customs of the 
Natives—The Kroos, Formerly 6lave-Dealers, 
and the Way the Women Fresco Them- 
selves With Paint—Filowere, Bte. 


Frem the Indianapolis Journal. 

Dr. Ralph St. John Perry, who went from 
this city to Africa several months ago, in a 
letter to a friond here, writes from Cape 
Mount, under date of June 20th, about his ex- 
periences in the dark continent: ‘Monrovia 
is built upon a bed of iron ore, part of which 
assays ) per cent pure iron. The town con- 
tains five thousand people, five of whom are 
white. It has no drugstores, no library, no 
public balls, no barber shop, no sa'oons, no 
streets, and very few fences. They have no 
need for streets, asthey have no horses or 
vehicles. The population is divided into three 
classes—the natives, or aborigines, the Libé 
rians, or children born here of foreign parents, 

and the emigrants, or foreigners, The latter 
are On & par with those shipped to the United 
States of America from Europe—poor, igno- 
rent and lazy. 

“The Krooz,a native tribe, were formerly 
the slave dealers of this coast. Every Kroo 
man bas a blue tattoo mark down the middle 
of his forehead, extending on down the nose. 

They cut their hair with bits of broken bot- 

ties, and cut it in all sorts of styles. Instead 
of tattooing; the) women paint themselves 
from bead to foot; it isno uncommon thing 
to sce a girl with the Liberian fiag painted on 
her forehead. Some ofthe women, whose 
husbands or fathers work for Americans, wear 
the United States flag, but nothing can induce 
them to wear the British flag, as they all hate 
Englishmen, and will have nothing to do with 
them. We use five nations’ money here— 
United States, English, Dutch, French, and 
Liberian, aud occasionally a Spanish gold 
coin. 

“The country here is very broken and wild. 
The mountain above us is rocky, aud ouly ia- 
habi ted by goats, deer, and other wild ani- 
msis Monkeys are abundant, and play havoc 
Ww! ith the gardens below at night. Our hill is 
p'ented with ccffee trees, and our coffee is ex- 
client. It is picked, cleaned, roasted, cooked 
end drank inside of twenty four hours. We 
have fresh venison, chickers and fish every 
dey, with rice, cassava, plantains and greens, 
The cassava is a tuber like the sweet potato in 
shepe, and looks and tastes like a mixture of 
becswax and plaster of paris. Pepper is put 
intoeverything eatable, and very plentifal, 
too. Our native boy, who tends to roasting 
and pourdingup the coffee, was not satisfied 
until bs bad put a big handful of pepper into 
it, which was vot discovered until he tried to 
drink it. We have a new coffee boy now. A 
small watermelon a foot long sells here fora 
thilling, but two pineapples as big 
as your head sell for one cent; bananas and 
plantains sell for ten cents a bunch; mango 
plums, which sellin New York for 25 cents 
each, can be had here for one cent a dozen. All 
these fruits grow wild, and the only charge is 
for the trouble of getting them to you. 
Flowers are most abundant—magnolia every- 
where, and heliotrope is used for hedges, 
while lilies and passion flowers are trod under 
foot, sothick arethey. From my office win- 
dow I can see ferns twenty feet high, orange 
trees in all stages of production from blossom 
to fruit. The boys use oranges to play cricket 
with. Birds, insects, fish and snakes are 
plentifal, I ‘had a young boa-constrictor three 
feet long offered to me for 50 cents. Ivory is 
brought here occasionally tosell. Our natives 
are not hunters, sothere is not much done in 
that line. 

“The bank of our lake—Peso—is dotted all 
along with native towns, called bush-towns, 
Two houses makefs town; each townof 100 
houges has a king or governor. Sometiaies a 
kipvg has several small towns. All the people 
are called the king’s children, and dare not do 
anything without his consent. One man who 
wanted to come to see me abouta tumor had 
to rend twenty miles to get permission from 
his king. The king sent mea message giving 
me authority to do anything I wished to the 
man, and he would be responsible for all costs. 
When at Moniovia I engaged a Kroo boy ata 
salary of $25 a year to attend the office and do 
such work as I required, but he was so lazy I 
had to give him the grand bounce, 
Heo was too lazy to eat, and, rather 
than sce him starve, I sent him home, where 
s omel ody could feed him. My new boy is 
about twenty years old, named Momo—Vey 
named for Mohammed--and he is heir to one 
ofthe Vey thrones, his father beingan up- 
_ country king. Momo wanted to learn English 
so he ranaway from home and came to. the 
mission, and I took him in and adopted him. 
His people came down with cloth and sheep 
and tried tocoax him back—no go. Hiselder 
brother ran away also, and has just left on the 
ship Liberia for the United States. By the 
way, 1 have the only United States flag in Li- 
beria, the United States consol having none. 
The medical school has opened with a fair at- 
tencance. We havea plant here called ‘boola,’ 
aud ‘bonda’ by the natives, and ‘vegetable 
mercury’ by the whites, which is twenty times 
stror ger than castor oil, one drop of a five per 
cent tincture causing a yery brisk catharsis. 

“Tne Vey language is very easy to learn, 
being nearly all yowel sounds. With 100 
wolds @ person can talk very well; all plante, 
trees, efc., go by one name—‘bush’—trees are 
‘big bush,’ flowers are ‘small bush.’ All 
animals, birds, and fish are meat— ‘such’ A 
man is ‘ki;)a woman, ‘musu’; a child, ‘ding;’ 
boy, ‘kiding’; girl, ‘musuding;’ broad is ‘buffu;’ 
water is ‘jee;’ medicine is ‘booley.’ Every 
one who has any dealings with the natives 
hae a native name. Mine is ‘Booly-ki-qua ‘a. 
ma,’ meaning the ‘white mediciae man.’ 
Trejrown doctors are called ‘Booly-ki gree- 
gee.” Everything secret is called ‘gree- 
erce,’ 

‘she girls, as soon as they are able to walk 
and telk, are put in the ‘ gree-gree bush,’ a sort 
of con vent, where they are instructed in taeir 
duties as women and wives, They are usual'y 
sold by their parents in marriage as soon as 
they are born. If not sold they must remain 
in the ‘gree-gree bush’ until some one buys 
them. The old girls in the ‘bush’ instruct the 
new ones. A wife costs about $15. When the 
bidding takes place the bride comes with pres- 
ents to the groom, and he mast give in return 
double as much as she brings. A man may 
bave as many wives as he can pay for— 
in fact, they are the African branch of the 
Monon church. The boysare kept in the 
‘e1e¢e gree bush’ until of age, generally four- 
techn years: Should one of either sex disclose 
the secrets of their ‘bush,’ or one be caught in 
the other’s ‘busb,’ he or she is put to death 
publicly. 

‘Their houses are made of bamboo and clay, 
with thatched roofs. Their canoes are very 
skillfully made and evenly balanced. When 
cist ked they are sewed with bamboo fibre and 
ibe crack calked with cotton from the native 
cottontree. I bave one about fifteen feet 
long, which holds six persons, and cost me $5. 
I bought.it from os 0d Sean @ native canoe. 
meker, who isthe grandfather of izs “ttle 
Vey boys, who are my godchildren. Tagir 
pames sre John F. Guigama and Ralph P. 
Guigama. My nearest competitor is fifty miles 
east, at Monrovia, next nearest, 300 miles 
west, at Sierra Leene; none sonth atall: and 
the nearest north is on the Mediterranean 
coast,”

Drinking Liquor ia Iowa. 
From the Chicago Herald, 

“We had a great deal of fun on our last run 
to Omaha,” said a train boy on the Barlington. 


“In the smoker was an old chap from Ken- 


tucky going out to Montana, where his son has 
a cattle ranch. The old man had one of these 
old-fashioned, striped carpet-bags, and in the 
bag was the biggest bottle of whisky I ever 
eaw. It must have contained a gallon when 
it was full, and the Kentuckian was at it evory 
fifteen minutes or 80. He wasa stingy snooz- 
er, too, and woldn't buy anickel’s worth of me, 
and gave me a terrible game about my bother- 
ing the life out of him. SolI says to myself: 
‘lll pay you up for this, you old guzzler, you.’ 

And I did, too. Just as soon as we got across 
the river into Iowa I kept an eye on him, and 
the first time I saw him reach for the bottle 
I ran up and shonted: 

“ ‘For hevven sake what are you doing man? 
Do you want to bearrested and set to work on 
the stone pile?’ 

“ ‘Arrested!’ he replied in astonishment, 
‘What fo’ should I be arrested?’ 

“Why, for drinking liquor in Iowa, Don’t 
de know that there isa strong prohibition 

w in this state, and that it isa crime for a 
man to drink Marae. here? If you don’t look 
out an officer’ll be after you, and he’ll pull 
you off the train and put you in the calaboose, 
and the Judge will send you to the stone yard.’ 

“And then I told him about a passenger 
who was taken off the train at Ottumwa the 
week before—torn from the arms of his weep- 
ing wife and children—and compelled to work 
thirty days for having taken one drink of 
liquor. I told him that there were detective® 
on every train and that sometimes men were 
arrested for merely carrying a bottleof liquor 

n their valises. 

“Well, sir, I never saw a man so badly 
frightened as he was. He askedseveral of the 
other passengers if I had told him the trath, 
and as they caught onto the joke they all stuff: 
ed him as badly as I did. The old chap got so 
worked up tnat hedidn’t know what he was 
about. He confessed thet he had taken one 
drink on the Iowa side of the river, and was 
in mortal terror of every man who walked 
through the car, fearing that an officer was 
hunting for him with a warrant. 

“He cursed the state of Iowa, the whole 
north, the prohibition party, and everything 
else, and said he’d never put foot in suc ha 
miserable, lowlived state again as long as he 
lived. I tell you, we did have fun with that 
old chap the rest of the way across Iowa. It 
wes a continual pichic. And the best of it was 
that after awhile our passenger from Ken- 
tucky gave me his big bottle to hide in my box, 
which I promised to do for a quarter.

At the same time that we were 
enjoying ourselves drinking the Kentuckian’s 
whisky on the sly he was taking on ata great 
rate, cursing everybody and telling us how 
dry be was and how much he would give for 
a good drink of red tiquor. Fan--why, I 
es bad so much fun since I went on the 
road!’’

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Lying Statistics. 

We all feel tempted to support our argu- 
ments with statistics, but many statistics are 
misleading and some are absolutely false. 

Everybody has heard Mr. Gladstone cred- 
ited with the assertion that alcohol has killed 
more pevple than all the wars since the be- 
ginning of the world: Sensible men repeat 
this statement from the stump, and yet if 
they were asked how many men had been 
killed in war, and how many by alcohol 
they could notanswer. Nor can Mr. Glad- 
stone answer. It is doubtful whether Mr. 
Gladstone ever said such a.thing, It does 
not sound like the utterance of a man who 
drinks five glasses of wine a day, or seven 
gallons of alcohol a year. Take another in- 
stance. About twelve years ago Dr. Hol- 
land wrote that 60,000 men went down to 
édinunkards’ graves in this country every year. 
This estimate is still on its travels. Preach- 
ere, lecturers and writers use it year after 
year, without changing a figure and without 


_ . making the slightest allowance for our in- 


creasing population. It isto be feared that 
Dr. Holland’s estimate is as untrustworthy 
as Mr. Gladstone’s. In fact it has been 
_ controverted by a western statistician, who 
says that drink kills only 1,500 persons a 
year in this country. Lut thereis no more 
reliance to be placed upon this last guess 
than upon the others. It is all up in the 
air.

sober country proves nothiug in favor of 
drunkenness. It may havea peculiar penal 
system, and its people may he stolid, phleg-. 
matic and not inclined to be quarrelsome or 
vicious, while the inhabitants of the sober 
country may be high strung,- nervous and 
excitable. The case of Maine may be ex- 
plained. Prohibition has not driven, her 
people away, but her climate has, The tide 
of migration from Maine to the west and 
south will always continue, probibition or 
no prohibition. 

It will be seen that it is easy to bring up 
apparently strong statistics on both sides ofa 
question, and it is just as easy to answer them. 
Wehave more than once found it necessary 
to tell our correspondents that no absolutely 
reliable statistics can be had concerning the 
most important phases of the drink qucs- 
itis all guess-work. Bat any man 
with common sense can look around him 
and decide whether or not drunkenness is 
anevil. When he has made his decision he 
will know what to avoid and what to fight 
against, but here again he is liable to be led 
into the mistake of doing wrong in order 
that good may come from it. It takes wis- 
dom, justice and moderation to keep a man 
in the right path, and very few men are 
thus endowed.

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A Practical Education. 
Everywhere in this country public opinion 
is demanding the addition of manual train- 
ing as a prominent feature of our public edu- 
cational system. 


A recent writer on the subject says : 

The principle on which the manual training sys- 
tem is based is that the education of the hands and 
of the head should go on together. The object of 
training the intellect is to enable it to investigate, 
to comprehend, and to plan. ‘he purpose in 
training the bands is to facilitate the executionof 
what the mind plans, and also to assistthe mind 
in comprehending more quickly and thoroughly 
what it investigates. The training of the mind in 
the schools is general. The scholar who graduates 
from the high school is not qualified, without 
further training, to become a lawyer, a physician, 
a college professor, or to fill any other position re- 
quiring specific preparation; but he has the foun- 
dation solidly laid on which the superstruc 
special instruction can be firmly and speedily 
erected. The graduate from a manual training 
schoo) is not qualified to become at once a skilled 
mechanic in any particular branch, but he has ac- 
quired the foundation principles of all mechanical 
knowledge and practical mechanical skill. He has 
learned the nature of tools and how to handie 
them skillfully, He has ascertained, by practical 
experience as well as theoretical study, the quali- 
ties of wood and iron and themethods of working 
them. Hoe has found out bow to'do.things, and, at 
the same time, why they should be donein a par- 
ticular way. He has come to “think with his fin- 
gers’ and his head and hands work simultaneously 
and withacommon purpose. The scholar whose 
education has been confined to his intellect finds 
his hands ineffective to carry outthe devices of 
bis brain or to test their practicability. The work- 
man skillea with his hands; but without mental 
education, is unable to devise improvements that 
would lighten his labors and improve his fortunes. 
Fach has been imperfectly educated because one 
side—the practical or the thoretical—has been 
neglected. He who has received both mental and 
manual tiaining, who goes out into the world with 
& well-filled mind and well-trained hands, has 
great advantage over the mere book-learned 
scholar or the imperfectly educated workman. No 
matter what line of life he may take up, whether 
he sets out to be lawyer, physician, teacher, mer- 
chant, mechanic or any other profession or avoc3- 
tion, he is better equipped for his work than his 
competitor who has had but ahead training, or 
the one who haé acquired mechanical skill with- 
out mental education. 


There is so much solid common sense in 
all this that we cannot afford to ignore it. 
In some cities it will be found advisable to 
organize one or more manual training schools 
on an independent basis having separate in- 
stitutions, appliances and teachers, while 
purely intellectual training will be supplied 
by the regular schools. In other places 
mental and manua! education may be con- 
ducted as part of thesame system in the 
same building. 

We are disposed to welcome this forward 
step as the greatest edncational movement 
of modern times. There is so much in it 
that is hopeful and helpful, that 
no one can estimate the  poten- 
tialities bound up in it. Better than 
al), it will tend to dignify Labor by furnish- 
ing it with an intellectual equipment. It 
will turn every student into a worker, and 
fit him to act his part ina world made up of 
workers, 


tussia’s Bad Faith. 

Io discussing the abdication of Prince Al- 
exander it is frequently stated that Russia 
has violated the provisions of the treaty of 
Berlin. A brief reference to some of the 
leading points of this treaty will be of in- 
terest. 

In 1878, at a conference of the European 
powers at berlin, a treaty was entered into 
under which northern Bulgaria was to re- 
main nominally under the sovereiguty of 
Turkey, but practically was to be accorded 
self-government. The prince was to be elect- 
ed by*the people and confirmed by the sul- 
tan, and the election was to meet’'the ap- 
proval of the powers. One article of the 
treaty was the cession of Kars and Batoum 
by Turkey to Russia. It was stipulated 
that Russia should establish Batoum asa 
free portof entry. There were many other 
provisions relating to the Balkan provinces, 
but those given bear upon the present situa- 
tion. 

A short time ago Russia” boldly violated a 
leading feature of the treaty by closing Ba- 
toum asa free port, This excited general 
indignation, and now Jtussia’s active part in 
favoring the abdication of Alexander is a 
menace to the other powers that excites grave 
apprehensions as to the future, It is proba- 
ble that Prince Alexander’s successor wil! 
bein sympathy with Russia. If the powers 
were united in interest, and felt disposed to 
stand together, this violation of the treaty 
of Berlin would not be permitted, At pres- 
ent, however, there is little harmony on 
their part, and the czar will donbtless econ- 
tinue his aggressive policy until he meets 
with decided and united opposition. As the 
matter stands, the treaty of Berlin is ina 


of society. 


THe country has heard in-times passed of 
one Professor E. Stone Wiggins, a weather- 
fiend with headquarters at Ottawa. Wig- 
gins now comes to the frontand claims that 
he predicted the earthquake as far back as 
March of last year. Being ata safe distance 
Wiggins proceeds to say that other and more 
severe disturbances are yet to take place, He 
says: 

Earthquakes arecauscd by the shifting of the 
earth’s center gravity, Suppose this center of 
gravity to be moved, say one mile from her normal 
center of gravity, or from her center of volume, 
now what must bappen? Why, the parts of her 
surface at the end of the longer axis will be 
heavier, and the parts at the end of the shorter 
axis will be lighterthan normally. These disks, 
therefore, will grind upon each other, generating 
heatand lava. Hence earthquakes and yolcanic 
eruptions. If our little visible satellite were 
brought down and slid around the earth from east 
to west in twenty-four hours, earthquakes would 
occur of such violence as to render our globe un- 
inhabitable.

“Op Monday I took a good horse, and under the 
guidance ofa friend familiar with the country, 
struck out through the pine forests in the direc- 
tion of the famous old Manigault place, above 
Charléston, on Ashley river. I saw the condition 


| of Mr. Charles Lee’s lot and garden, at Ten Mile 


hill, which bas been described in your columms, 
but by far the strongest evidence of the disturb- 
ance was in the open woods three miles southeast 
of Summerville on Dr. Dowling’s property. Here 
a tract of four hundred acres of land was 

in every direction by openings hundreds of yards 
long and from four inches to nine feet in width, 
from which water bringing up sand and mud had 
streamed in volumes. 1am told all the openings 
ceased flowing shortly after the great shock that 
caused them ceased, though for a short while 
quantities had poured from them and streamed 
into the branch beds, swelling greatly. the water 
in the swamps below. Thesand and mud fyrced 
out covered the line of the fissures everywhere 
ard presented the appearance of smal! mountain 
chains rising out of the grass from one totwo and 
a half feet, and sloping toward eitber side through: 
out their length. In the wider fissures, from which 
most had been ejected, as the streams subsided 
cavities had been left resembling diminutive cra- 
ters. All the so-called “sink-holes’’on Mr. Lee’s 
place originated in the same way, except the larg- 
estone. This occurred justat the corner of an 
outhouse, was 12 feet in diameter and was clearly 
a sink witout evidence of any outflow whatever. 
The others had yomited sand enough, with the 
water, to overflow and cover his large garden 
completely to a depth of 16 inches, but decreasing 
in thickness with the distance from the craters,’’ 


“About two miles south of Dr. Dowling’s place I 
noticed the largest dry fissure yetseen. It was 
simply a gaping wound in the earth a half mile 
long and full three feet widein places. There had 
been no eruptions from it, and it lay there yawn- 
ing fn its uncovered ugliness. The fact is, a man 
cannot ride a quarter or half mile in any direc- 
tion south of Summerville without meeting with 
Cavities or fissures of greater or lessextent, On 
the banks of Ashley river, back of the old estate 
known as the Oak Forest place, the bluff rises ab- 
ruptly from the surface of the water full fifty feet. 
The great shock had spit this bluff by great seams 
parallelto the river. There were eight of them in 
allin a distance of two hundred feet, the largest 
being full two and a halt feet wide, and was open- 
ed so deep that water, which had oozed through 
from the river, could be plainly seen below. Two 
of the fissures encompassed # wedge of eartn abou; 
twenty-one feet wide, which had sunken ten inch- 
es below the ground level.’’ 


‘During my stay in Summerville and its neigh- 
borhood, the shocks were continuous day and 
night. Some of them sounded asa heayy roll of 
thunder from the bowels of the earth, but curious- 
ly enough; These were not always accompanied 
by & motion perceptible to those standing on the 
ground. Others again gave reportslike the boom 
of heavy seige guns, and were accompanied by 
muffied, rumbling sounds. To those standing or 
reclining on the ground, the last described gave a 


sensation such as would be felt on a siout bridge 


which was being jostled from below, and vigorous” 
ly rocked by lateral forces at the same time, Dur- 
ing disturbances Jike this the neighboring frame 
structures would rattle and creak and tremble. 
Though asleep on a pallet on the ground, I felt on 
Sunday night shocks at 11:10, 2, and5 o’clock, 
that exceeded much in violence the shocks felt in 
my house at Decatur, on Tuesday night preceding. 
Again, day before yesterday, there were four more 
during the day that were equally as violent. The 
heavy rumbling counds were continuous. Sanday 
afternoon, I counted elevenin a few hours, and 
then ceased noting them. Strange to say, only 
the most violent of these Summerville shocks were 
felt im Charleston.”’ 

“My visit was more to satisfy curiosity than to 
reacn scientific conclusious, having neither time 
normeans at hand tostudy@he phenomena as 
they should bein orderto give weight and value 
to an opinion. I can give you, however, the im- 
pressions lefton my mind from the observations 
made. In the effort to locate in some way the di- 
rection of the force and account, if possible, for the 
cause, I visited the graveyards of the First. Presby- 
terilan andthe German Lutheran churehes, St. 
Michael’s was too dangerous toapproach and all 
view was excluded by the high brick wall. So far 
as I could ascertain, all headstones and bases of 
monuments buried in the ground, retained their 
original positions. But tall granite and marble 
shafts and columns had been shifted from three to 
five inches on!their pedestals towards various and 
opposing points of the compass. Simultaneously 
fierce lateral movements had shifted the facial 
planes of the tall columns into positions diagonal 
to their former ones and very irregularly so. I 
saw buta single column that had been hurled 
from its base and broken. In this case, the debris 
lay tothe northward. The lateral forces seemed 
to have no fixed direction, but were rather in the 
nature ofa violent tremble, shaking objects in 
some places in one direction, in others,in a dif- 
ferent one.”’ 


“As to the materials forced from the fissures 
near Summervilie, my impression is they could 
not have come from a depth exceeding a few hun- 
dred feet—perhaps not more thana bundred in 
many cases. The flow, which ceased a few hours 
after the great shock, brought up what is familiar 
to all on the coast, to-wit: white and yellow sand 
and greenish-black mud with the characteristic 
stench of exposed salt marshes at low water. I 
saw but two that continued flowing water, and it 
was strongly akin to the surface water of the coun- 
try, Certainly in faint milky color and taste. I saw 
no trace whatever of sulphur in the material, and 
could detect no smell of sulphurous acid at the 
cavities, though the smell of the greeniah-black 
mud is quite suggestive of it. The pluff mud ofthe 
mértshes has much the same odor and it is scarcely 
mistakable to those familiar with it. The smell of 
sulphurous acid may have been noticed. I can 
only assertthe total absence of indications of it 
at the time of my visit,” 


My observations suggested several reasons why 
Professor McGee's land-siide hypothesis seems un- 
tenable, There is a total absenve of uniformity in 
the direction of the fissures and in the evidences 
of a uniform direction of the lateral forces. Indeed 
1 could tee no indications whatever of independent 
lateral forces, but from the positions of moved aad 
shaken objects that were fixed in the ground they 
must have resulted instantly from the first and 
great vertical shock by the adjustment of the fis- 
sured portions of surface to more settled positions 
iu a rocking motion. The thin crust of the globe 
like that of any ephere enclosing a fiuid or semi- 
uié mass bas always some slight movement of ele 
vation and depression. One of these is consequent 
to and dependent on the other.

There was a diversity of gifts, but, ‘thank 
God, there was but one'heart. 

If religion is anything in the world it is 
barmony; when we get our hearts full of the 
love of God, then God sets the ten command- 
ments to musicin our soul, and then there 
will be harmony and concord that will charm 
the very ear of angels as they listen. God will 
then put us in harmony with Himseif. 

“I Know what the Lord can do for a man. 
Just take a glace at your humble servant. It 
don’t look like He has done much for me, but 
He has, thank God; he has taken out of my 
heart all ill will, biterness, and unkindness to 


‘my fellow men. A man don’t know the secret 


ofa happy life until he gets where he loves 
his neighbor as himself.”’ 
“Fourteen years ago I took a good look at 
myself and saw how mean I was. Since then 
I bave never seen anybody [I didn’t think 
more of than I did myself,” 
When a man gets a good, square look at 
himself he is going to straighten out. 
The first thing the devil does is to make him 
believe he is better than anybody else. Then 
when he is converted the devil jumps on him 
with both feet and tells him he is the meanest 
dog on earth and not fit for anything under 
the sun, 
When we get ofone heart we are going to 
have acommon sympathy for one another, 
Let us all get of one heartand then we are 
going to have sympathy for our fellow men. 
Sampathy is needed in the world, there are 
many, very many poor fellows, who are with- 
outit. Whenever you get up close to Christ 
and the great heart of his love presses on your 
soul you are going to pour it out on the world. 
A heart full of sympathy for the race. 
“We want a great deal of sympathy for one 
another. There are a great many people in 
this world who feel like they have no friends, 
no one to sympathise with them. There are 
mén in Cartersville, who have homes, that 
Christian men, I expect, have not been in for 
five years, maybe ten years. The time has 
come in Cartersville when there is no reason 
why we should not go into every home here, 
with loveand sympathy.

But let me say to such an one, if you will walk 
up and put your heart against my heart you 
will realize that there is one heart in Carters- 
ville that beats in sympathy and love for you. 
There is no one in Cartersville that I would 
not pray ehould have as g a home in 
—_ as I would pray for my wife and chil- 
ren. 

Mr. Jones urged reconciliation and agree- 
ment of all troubles between parties, and beg 
the people to “make friends,” where differ- 
ences existed. He told them to go right to 
those whom they believed were their enemees. 
and have a mutual agreement to 
friends thereafter. Said he: ‘Whenever God 
tells you to straighten a thing out, He is over 
there at work on the other fellow; when the 
Lord tells you to do a thing, that means He is 
over there at work on the other fellow. 

“I believe the best kagd of prayer was that 
of the little boy who unmercifully whipped the 
goats he was driving to his little cart, and was 
in turn chastised by his father.

“If youall want to settle your differences 
today, }ou never had as much cash to settle 
with and you never had a debtor as easy to 
settle with as you have now—‘My father in 
heaven, bring out of us all differences and 
make a people with one heart.” 

“Boys, young men, listen! If there is any 
difference between you, young men, settle 
it—settle it today. There have been 
little troubles and auarrels and difficulties in 
Cartersville, and it always pained my heart to 
lis'en to any disturbances among you. y 
Savionr! What would I give today if Carters- 
ville had been without enmity in it.” 

“Oh, where is my wandering boy tonight? 
Ob, where ishe? My God! eternity must an- 
swer the question.” 

“Good Lord, forgive meifI ever had an 
evil, unkind thought in my heart, asa Chris- 
tian towards anybody.” 

In addition to one heart, God give us one 
way. Cartersville hashad toomany ways of 
doing things. I will tell you we have got 
about twenty different ways in the Methodist 
church. If you sit down and see itas God 
sees it, the Methodist and Baptist churches 
heré have about twenty different ways to serve 
God and get to heaven. God says, “I give 
you one road and one way.” 

I will tell you pastors, suppose we hold a 
meeting and call up our dancing members and 
card playing members, and swear them and 
ask them on their oaths if 
daxciag and card playing will 
help us on our way to heaven, make us more 
efiicient as Christians, make us love God and 
our neighbors more, and if they answer that 
they do, then let us adopt them in our reli- 
gious platform as the means of grace; but if 
you don’t think them to be a help, let us fall 
into the same way with Christian people and 
live one way in righteousness. Let us fall into 
one plan, but be sure you fall into the best plan 
for the glory of God and the salvation of 
men,” 

“I never have found but one way to be re- 
ligious, and that is by religiou; I have never 
— but one way to do right, and that is to

I have never found but one way for a man 
to quit his meanness, and thatis by quitting 
~ That's the only rule that a man can run 


y. 

A member ofthe church told me once that

He has been impressed with all 
kinds of beliefs concerning the missing school 
girl, but every one, when carefally followed 
out, shows itself without foundation. The 
young lady’s parents have beon unable to give 
the officers any information of any account. 
Mrs. Callaway says that her daughter 
always heda horrorof schools and it was 
hard te persuade her to go to school Tuesday. 
The mother is of the opinion that her 
JBte left home to keep away from school.

Thursday’s Vote Consolidated—An Election 
Ordered.

—Messrs. J.C. Hendrix and J.C, Mattison, 
both of which were objected to as being repub- 
licans. After hearing evidence on the matter, 
the committee sustained Mr. Hendrix’s vote 
and rejected that of Mr. Mattison. 

The committee then considered the matter 
ofa primary to nominate members of the 
house of representatives and ordered it for 
the 25th—to be held under the same rules as 
those under which yesterday’s election was 
held. The chairman was authorized to con- 
eult such candiates as might offer, 

Mr. Alexander called attention to the ne- 
cessity for fixing some rule on the subject of 
the qualification of voters, and it was agreed 
thet unnaturalized fureigners and persons who 
would not have been in the county long 
enough to vote by the timeof the election 
were not entitled to vot@ in the primary. 

Mr. English then suggested that unregisser- 
ed voters ought not to vote in primaries, Mr. 
English said that he and those who voted with 
bim on Wednesday on that line, though in the 
majority in this meeting, were content to 
abide the rule laid down at the last meeting, 
but urged that after the present elections the 
rale suggested should be adopted. 

Mr. Cox, representing Mr. Wilson, agreed 
that the rule would perbaps be a wise one to 
adopt. 

Mr. Booth moved to recommend to the next

Harry Hill’s dream of an air-line from Jack. 
sonvi'le to Augusta, in which he, with Aon. 
Albert Cox, wasso actively interested about 
lwo years ago, may yet be realized.

“THE BIG, BAD INDIAN. 


GERONIMO NOT TO COME TO AT- 
‘LANTA FOR THE PRESENT. 


Heand His Warriors Held in Prison at Ban Antonio, 
Texas, Un'il the Question of Prosecution is 
Decided by the Government—A Brief 
History of the Chief's Life, Eto. 


Geronimo, the great Apache chief, now a 
captive, will not smile on Atlantians as was 
expected. 

This is to be regretted, as the people are 
anxious to have a look at the bloodthirsty 
chief, and have impatiently awaited his com- 


Geronimo and the other captives will be 
imprisoned at San Antonio by direction of 
General Drum, acting secretary of war. They 
will remain there until a determination is 
reached as to what course of procedure can be 
taken against them, This breaks into the 
pleasure of the people in this neck o’ the 
woods. Yesterday the coming of the chief was 
the talk of the town, and railroad men grew 
tired of answering questions concerning the 
time of arrival; how, where and when he was 
captured; was he a very bad Indian; the cor- 
rect pronunciation of his name, and a hundred 
other such questions. No two mén could be 
found who pronounced his name alike. Ac- 
cording 

TO THE BEST AUTHORITY 
the coriect pronunciation is Hay-ron-ee-mo, 
being spelt Geronimo. Some had it one way 
and some another. He-ron-i-mo, Ger-mon- 
ino, Hay-ron-ime, G ex-wo-no, Gero mo ni, 
Her-ron-im, and many other ways. 

Geronimo is a half-breed Mexican, and was 
captured but a mere boy by the Apaches dar- 
ing one of their raids into Mexico. His tutor 
was the famous Cochise, and he proved to be 
an apt pupil. He has subsisted on the roots 
of the desert and the serpents of the moun- 
tains for nearly two years. He has been his 
own commissary and chief of transportation; 
he bas worn out out an army, and has kept a 
vast region of country in terror. Part of the 
time he has been wounded and sick. His bar- 


barous heroism and endurance are un- | 
surpassed by anything in history. 
There are a good many points about 


this wonderful campaign that the public at 
lerge are not familliar with. The revolt that 
has just been brought toaclose by this cap- 
ture was started by a woman, the wife of Chief 
Mangus. Sheis a woman of great force of 
cbhayacter, and strikingly intellectual for a 
equaw. She planned the escape and urged the 
band to desperate deeds, She was the Joan of 
Arc of the Apache race, The escape of Geron- 
imo from Fort Apache took place on May 17, 
18&5. With him he took thirty-four back:, 
eight boys, and ninety-one women, They 
traveled one hundred and twenty miles be- 
fore camping, and their pursuers were hot 
upon their tracks, but they didn’t get in 
sight of the Indians, For hundreds of miles 
this chase was kept up until Geronimi was in 
the fastnesses of the mountains. Finally, 
after 
A DESPERATE CAMPAIGN, 

he was captured by. General Crook, but was 
only held one night, when he escaped again. 
A few days after this escape he returned into 
the fort with four bucks, and, seizing a white 
woman, told her thatif she did not tell him 
where his wife’s tent was he would kill her. 
The woman pointed out the squaw’s tent. 
Geronimo took his wife and was again at large, 
having accompiished one of the most daring 
and heroic deeds ever recorded.

Agent Clum’s report of the San Carlgs_ ogebcy 
in1876, Mr. Clum writes at lometh in that 
year of the removal of 453° Chiricahua Apa- 


ches. In April® Sand of these Indians at- 


tacked Sui phur Springs station and killed two 
<n, Messrs. Rogers and Spence. The same 
band attacked the ranches of the Rio San 
Pedro, killed one man and very badly wound- 
ed another. A company of cavalry went from 
Fort Bowie 

TO PUNISH THESE MURDERERS. 

They pursued them sixty miles and. had a 
fight. They killed no Indians, and returned 
in Msy. Six of the Chiricahua Apaches were 
removed to San Carlos. 

The name of the Chiricahua Indians had 
been a terror to Arizona and Sonora for many 
years previous to this. Many gravesin Ari- 
zoba marked the resting places of their vic- 
tims and their raids for plunder and murder 
were continued up to the very day of their 
removal. The reason for their removal was 
that they could be managed better in the San 
Carlos agency than in the mountain fast- 
rerees. 

At this time the tribe numbered 500 able 
warriors, well armed, brave. and experieaced. 
They had defied “he army, and had invari- 
ably been succeasful in all engagements with 
our troops. General Kautz, who was then in 
commend of the department of Arizona, sent 
twelve companies ofthe Sixth cavalry, two 
companies of Indian seoutsand a company of 
Indiau policemen to Apache pass. The Indian 
scouts had asmall engagement with Chief 
Taza.who commanded the Chiricahuas, but 
Taza and his tribe, when they understood 
what was desired, volunteered to go toSan 
Carlos. About sixty Indiansunder Juh and 

Geronimo ran aWay iuto Sonora, where their 
home had formerly been. They soon tired of 
remaining in Mexico, however, for they re- 
ceived no rations there, and so came back into 
the United States. 

THEY WERE PURSUED, 

On September 24, 1877. 300 Hot Springs and 
Ohiricahau- Indians sudden!y deserted Sau 
Carios. They were pursued, and thirty of 
them captured. The remainder went into 
New Mexico and began to kill and pillage set. 
ilers After a long campaign they were cap: 
tured, but while being returned to San Carlos 
#s usual abont 100 made their escape to the 
mcuntains, A long and expensive campaign 
fol’owed, The Indians were finally worn out, 
aud came beck oniy to all again escape, this 
time to the San Mateo mountains. 

The capture of Geronimo andhis band of 
Apache warriors puts anend to all further 
acccuuts of bloody battles or ferocious cruel: 
ties practiced on unarmed and defensele;s 
persons at the hands of this tribe with which 
the newspapers have been teeming for the 
last qurrter ofa century, and the Mexicans, 
aguinst whom the tribe have been wagiag 
cold-blooded and heart sickening war since 
the days of Cortes, may at last cease trembling 
for the safety of their life and property.

They 
were not attacked by troops, but settled upon

when they felt that way, giving as their rea-
